Honorable Barnes Compton, 
President of the Senate of Maryland: 

Str :—The President and Directors of this Company, in 
compliance with the order of the Senate, passed the 25th of 
February, ultimo, ‘‘that the Annapolis and Elk Ridge Rail- 
road Company report to the Legislature at as early a day as 
possible: Ist, the amount of the capital stock of said Com- 
pany; 2d, by whom held; and 3d, whether the parties in whose 
names the said stock stands are the bona fide owners thereof ; 
and 4th, whether full value has been paid in cash therefor ; 
also, that they report: 5th, in full, the receipts of said road 
for the past year ending the Ist of February inst.; 6th, the 
number of officers and employees in said Company; 7th, 
their respective compensation; and also, 8th, the other ex- 
penses of said road; and 9th. whether any dividends have 
_been declared, and, if so, how much’’—have the pleasure to 
submit the following statement, to wit: 

1. The amount of the capital stock is $350,000 consisting 
of 500 shares, $100 each, subscribed by the Mayor, Recorder, 
Aldermen and Common Council of the City of Annapolis and 
individuals ; and $300,000 subscribed by the Treasurer of 
the Western Shore on behalf of this State, in virtue of the 
Act of 1836, chapter 298. (The charter.) 

2. The stock is held by the State of Maryland, and by 
Thomas 8.

5. The receipts of said road for the past year ending the 
first of February instant, (ultimo,) are exhibited in paper 
herewith, marked A, being the Annual Report of the President 
and Directors to the stockholders for the year beginning the 
Ist day of October, 1868, and ending the 30th day of Sep- 
tember, 1869, and in the paper herewith, marked B, being a 
statement of the receipts from the 1st day of October, 1869, 
to the Ist day of February, 1870. 

6 and 7. The number of officers and employees, and their 
‘respective compensation, is as follows : 

President and Superintendent, compensation $200 per 
‘month. 

Secretary, compensation $100 per month. 

General Ticket Agent and Treasurer, compensation $100 
per month. 


Conductor, compensation $100 per month, 

Assistant Ticket Agents at the stations on the line of the 
road, three, who perform the duties without charge, or for the 
privilege of passing free over the road ; and one ticket agent 
at the junction, who is paid 4 per cent. on the amount of 
sales of tickets. 

Carpenters, fwo, occasionally employed, compensation, 
when employed, $2.50 per day. 

Engine Drivers, éwo, and one engine driver occasionally 
employed, compensation for every day employed $3: and 50 
cents per day for cleaning and keeping engine in order. 

Principal Machinist, one, compensation for every day em- 
ployed, $3. 

Brakesmen, trackmen, ditchers, wood-sawyets and labor- 
ers about the depot, thirty-one, compensation varies from $1.75 
to 40 cents for every day employed, according to the nature 
of the work they are engaged in. 

8. The other éxpenses of the Road are given in papers A 
and B, (heretofore referred to) herewith, under the head of 
Receipts and Disbursements. 

9. No dividends have been declared. ‘The President and 
Directors particularly refer to paper A, herewith commenc- 
ing with the paragraph (p. 9) ‘‘The Comptroller, &c., &.”’

The aforegoing statement of receipts compares favorably 


with those of preceding years, especially when considered 
with reference to the competition encountered the past two 
seasons from the establishment of a line of steamers leaving 
Annapolis at 84 o’clock, A. M., and arriving from Baltimore 
at 63 o'clock, P M. 

The Board has endeavored to meet this competition by 
changing and reducing, with the co-operation of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Company, the through fare, and by running 


another regular train at hours suitable to the convenience of 


passengers, 


But still, the number of passengers transported,

compared with former years, shows the competition to be 
formidable. 

Independently of this, however, the lesser number the past 
year, compared with the number of the preceding year, re- 
sults, in part, from the fact that last winter there was no 
session of the Legislature. During the past summer, the 
Board, for the purpose of meeting all its engagements 
promptly, borrowed from the Farmers’ National Bank of 
Annapolis, twenty-five hundred dollars; which debt it is 
proposed to pay in three equal rcivalllevortta: This sum to- 
gether with the $5,000.00 heretofore loaned by the said In- 
stitution are the only debts of any consequence due by the 
Company. 

The Annual Reports have hitherto treated the subject of 
the affairs of the Company so fully that little remains to be 
said with regard to it. It will suffice to remark that the bed 
of the road and the embankments and the rails are in the 
usual sound condition. ‘The culverts are as substantial as 
they can be made without the expenditure of a much larger 
sum of money than the resources of this Company will admit 
of; but itis believed that with vigilant superintendence acci- 
dante may at all times be opanday against, except in sudden 
and heavy freshets ; and even should such occur, caution and 
care, on the part of those conducting and driving the trains, 
will wholly prevent risk of life, or any considerable loss to 
the Company. 

The Comptroller of the State Treasury in his last Annual 
Report (fiscal year ending September 30, 1868,) to the Gov- 
ernor of Maryland makes the following remarks : 

«The Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, the Annapolis and Hlk 
Ridge Railroad, and the Eastern Shore Railroads, are still a 
source of expense to the amount of interest on the sums ad- 
vanced to them. I can see no prospect of return in the shape 
of dividends. The amount invested is not lost, as the value 
of property on the lines of those works is cheed more than 
the amount loaned to these Companies, and thereby returned 
to the Treasury in the increased taxes levied.’’ 

The remarks are true, so far as they relate to this Com- 
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pany, if the words ‘“‘subscribed to the capital stock’’ are sub- 
stituted for the words ‘‘loaned and advanced ,;’’ the value of 
land along the line of the road and its vicinity having risen 
four or five-fold per acre. But, besides this increased value 
and the great accommodation afforded the people of this city 
and county and adjoining counties, as well as the public gen- 
erally, and especially members of the Legislature and all 
having business with it and the courts and the Naval Acade- 
my, and the facilities of a semi-daily speedy carriage of the 
ul, and during the war of the transportation of large bodies © 
f United States troops and of munitions, this road has been 
he means of contributing large amounts of money to the 
Treasury. This will abundantly appear by the following 
brief recapitulation of facts and references to the several Acts 
of Assembly. : 

The Annapolis and Elk Ridge Railroad Company was in- 
corporated by the Act of 1836, chapter 298, the 8th section 
providing for a subscription to the capital steck by the State, 
not exceeding $300,000, on condition of 500 shares—$100 
each—being subscribed by other parties, and giving the pri- 
vilege of subscription to the Annapolis Corporation. The 
Company organized June 6, 1837, and having complied with 
the provisions and conditions of the charter, in regard to the 
terms of subscription, proceeded to the construction of the 
road, which was opened December 26, 1840. 


The Board at that time managing the affairs of the Com- 
pany, found that the cost of construction and equipments had 
exceeded the amounts realized from the subscriptions by the 
State, the City Corporation and individuals by about $90,000, 
and applied to the Legislature for relief. The application 
was referred to a committee, which subsequently made a re- 
port, (Vol. Pub. Docs., Dec. Sess., 1840,) fully recognizing 
the difficulties encountered by the Conipany, and the Legis- 
lature accordingly passed the Acts of 1841, chapter 168 ; 
1846, chapter 234, authorizing the issue of bonds of the Com- 
pany to the par value of $89,092.60, to pay the creditors of 
the Company, and directing the said bonds, and interest 
thereon, in case there should be no net profits, to be paid by 
the State Treasurer out of the profits which the State shall 
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derive from the use of this road in connection with the Wash- 
ington Branch of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, and 
farther directing that the 7-15th parts of the aggregate 
amount received for the transportation of passengers on this 
road in connection with the branch of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
shall be taken as the profits derived by the State by the use 
of this road in the aforesaid connection. 

This is the fund out of which the aforesaid bonds, reaching 
to a fraction of $90,000, with the interest thereon, except 
some $25,000 paid voluntarily by this Company into the 
Treasury, in lieu of net profits, were redeemed and finally 
paid off about the years 1863-1864. From that period the 
fund.would have constituted part of the ordinary receipts into 
the Treasury, and have been subject to its ordinary disburse 
ments, but for the passage by the Legislature of the Acts of 
Assembly of 1846, chapter 347, and 1864, chapter 403, for 
the benefit of the assignees of Passmore McCullough, which 
direct the Treasurer to issue the State’s certificates of indebt- 
edness t6 the value of $87,830.46, bearing interest, payable 
out of the same fund designated by the Act of 1841, chapter 
298. This Company has no right nor inclination to criticise 
the action of the Legislature in passing these last mentioned 
Acts. The debt was exclusively the debt of the State, and 
the fund previded for its payment exclusively belonged to the 
State. 

The fund, however, has proved ample to discharge the 
whole debt with great rapidity ; so that since the month of 
July, 1868, the contributions of this road to the Treasury, 
by means of its connection with the Washington Branch, 
have been flowing undisturbedly into the Treasury. and aid- 
ing to swell its semi-annual receipts.* 


The Board is not able to state in figures the precise amount 
of the several sums contributed, in the form mentioned, to the 
Treasury. The settlements occurred there, and it is only 
from the books of that office that the information can be ob- 
tained accurately. Theclerk'to the Treasurer, when applied 
to for the information, answered he could not.give it for the 


* At the time this Report was prepared, it was not known to the Board that 
the Baltimore and Ohio Company was withholding the amount of one-fifth of the 
gross proceeds for the transportation of passengers. 
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want of time. Nevertheless, it may be safely affirmed that 
the aggregate of principal and interest so paid into the Trea- 
sury approaches the amount subscribed by the State to the 
capital stock of this Company. 

It is true that the series of bonds first issued under the au- 
thority of the Acts of 1841, chapter 168, 1846, chapter 234, 
were for the payment of creditors engaged in constructing 
and equipping this road; yet it is equally true that but for 
the timely aid thus given, the investments of the State and 
of the private st ckholders would have been jeoparded, if not 
wholly lost to these parties ; thereby frustrating the purposes 
of the Legislature and hindering the advantages enumerated 
which have resulted from the enterprise.
